W ashington, Jan. 16.— Through dip­ 
lom atic channels of an unusually w ill 
Informed and 
reliable source infor­ 
m ation has reached here concerning 
the danger of war in Europe. 
T his is 
particularly worth attention with the 
possible renew al of the Balkan war. 
R ussia is quietly but steadily pre­ 
paring for war on a vast scale. 
Mob­ 
ilization and all of the usual activ­ 
ities incidental to preparation for hoc- 
tllities are being carried on. 
The expectation is general in Rus­ 
sian army and official circles that all 
Europe will be at war in the spring. 
W hile It is not specifically stated 
that Russia exp ects a collision with 
Austria there is no doubt 
Russian 
preparations are directed toward that 
country. 
Few of the real facts are sen t out 
of Russia. 
The czar Is apparently 
taking a lesson in secrecy of prepara­ 
tion out of the Japanese and Bulgari­ 
an notebooks. 
Pessim ism prevails here as to the 
peaceful term ination of the negotia­ 
tions betw een the allies and Turks. 
That this governm ent 
has knowl­ 
edge of the trend of things in Russia 
is believed.

BARS CASTRO FROM AMERICA 


Special Board Says Venezuelan Admit­ 
ted Wrongdoing. 


New York, Jan. 16.—G eneral Don 
('ipriano C astro, form er president of 
Venezuela, who h as be<-n detained at 
Kills Island by the Im migration offi­ 
cials for m ore th an tw o weeks, was 
denied adm ission to the United S ta r s 
by a special Ivoard of inquiry on the 
ground thaf in his exam ination he had 
adm itted "the com m ission of a crim e 
and felony involving moral turpitude.” 
In a statem en t issued by ComniD- 
sloner of Im m igration W illiams, giv­ 
ing the first explanation for the d eten ­ 
tion of C astro and setting forth the 
findings of the board, it is charged 
th a t the form er president of V enezue­ 
la, “has com m itted frequent perjury" 
by preten ding "to be Ignorant of m at­ 
te rs concerning which a man of his 
intelligence and holding the position 
which he did, undoubtedly possesses 
know ledge.”

That tin* ocean carrying business is 
the great»*st existing monopoly, that it 
is controlled by Great Britain and Ger­ 
many and that the monopoly Is aimed 
directly against American commerce 
and American shippers were declara­ 
tions made tx*fore the bouse com m it­ 
tee of congress on merchant marine 
and fisheries, which is investigating 
the shipping trust, 
by 
W illiam 
M. 
Douglas, president of Arkel & Doug­ 
las, exporters, of New York city. 
Mr. D ouglas declared that this ship­ 
ping com bine has been guilty of giving 
preferential rates to the Standard Oil 
company’, the harvester trust and the 
United States Steel corporation. 
The w itness, him self a former mem­ 
ber of the bouse, stated that the ocean 
trade w as blocked out In zones by the 
ship combine, just as the land trade 
w as divided by the railroads, and that 
these conditions existed in all parts of 
the world. 
“The Idea that the ocean Is free,” 
said Mr. Douglas, ‘‘is a fallacy. 
The 
control of the ocean is more o f a mo­ 
nopoly than any com bination of trade 
which exists today on land.” 
Aimed at Americans. 
Mr. Douglas stated that, so far as he 
knew, the shipping combine never paid 
any rebates to exporters. 
He com ­ 
plained that the rates are extrem ely 
high ami were so fixed by the combine 
to deprive American merchants end 
m anufacturers of the foreign trade. 
"The foreign ovumd steam ship lines,” 
doclured tlie w itness, "want to get all 
of the American business they can to 
carry, but they will not give us the 
benefits of the rates w hich obtain from 
other countries to E uropean centers. 
“I know from my ow n investigations 
that this shipping combine gives s o ­ 
cial rates to the harvester trust, the 
Standard Oil company and the steel 
trust. 
They give as an excuse the 
threat of these com panies to form com ­ 
peting ship lines of their own In case 
they are not given lower rates.” 
The w itness declared that as a result 
of the combination the United States 
Is losing from 25 to 80 per cent of the 
export 
trade to 
foreign 
nations 
to 
which it is entitled and which it could 
possess if an American line of steam ­ 
ers were started and given eneoumge- 
m ent by this governm ent in the shape 
of subsidies or otherwise. 
“We are simply paying tribute to 
European capital.” he declared. 
“No 
other nation on the face of the earth 
but the United States would stand for 
such treatm en t” 
The w itness declared that this sam e 
combine is making arrangem ents to 
control all of the ocean business that 
w ill develop as a result of the open­ 
ing of tht* Panama canal. 
"The Panam a canal will In* a benefit 
only to English commerce," 
he de­ 
clared, “unless we can develop onr 
merchant marine In som e way.** 


G o v e r n m e n t Built Lines. 
in resinmse to a suggestion for some 
remedy to do aw ay with this com ­ 
bine Mr. Ikm glas said he would have 
the United States governm ent build 
several steam ship lines running to va­ 
rious parts of tlie world and pay them 
a subsidy for carrying the mails.
